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City Slightly Expands Mental Health 
Services for Children 


“Wellness coaches” will staff nine schools in the district.

School kids in San Francisco 

will have slightly greater access to mental 
health services in the coming year now 
that the city has allocated an additional 
$3.5 million toward that end. 

The money will flow into the San 
Francisco Unified School District’s 
Wellness Initiative and aid a number of 
specific schools. Over half the money, 
$2 million, will go toward hiring “well-

ness coaches” at nine schools in histor- 
ically marginalized communities. The 
other $1.5 million will expand mental 
health services at 21 middle schools. 

The wellness coaches will “provide a 
combination of counseling, case man- 
agement, and restorative practice to 
resolve conflict and reduce harm,” ac- 
cording to a press release from Mayor 
Breed’s office. 

Fifty percent of all lifetime cases of 
mental illness begin by age 14 with an 
average delay between symptoms and 
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intervention of 8-10 years, according 
to the National Alliance on Mental IIl- 
ness, which also estimates that 20 per- 
cent of children aged 13-18 live with a 
mental health condition. 

“Middle school and high school can 
be a difficult time for a lot of students, 
and this funding will support pro- 
grams that help students navigate and 
deal with the challenges they face ina 
health and safe way,’ Mayor Breed said 
in a press release.

When mental illness strikes chil- 
dren, disorders often come together. 
Nearly 74 percent of children aged 
3-17 diagnosed with depression also 
have anxiety issues, and almost half 
also have behavior problems, according 
to the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

As of 2017, over 25,000 students 
were enrolled in 6-12th grade in 
SFUSD. Each of the nine schools get- 
ting a wellness coach currently have a 
social worker and a nurse. 

The increase in funding aimed at 
mental health services isn’t the only 
nod toward schools the mayor has

made this summer. In August, Breed 
followed through on a June proposal 
of a $10 million stipend program de- 
signed to help hard-to-staff schools 
stay staffed. 

Mental health has been a major 
topic of discussion in recent years. 
In July, Supervisors Matt Haney and 
Hillary Ronen shelved a relevant ballot 
measure until at least March. Their 
ballot measure would, in theory, create 
universal mental health care in San 
Francisco. 
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California Supreme Court Backs Greater

The California Supreme Court de- 
cided unanimously Monday that the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s Department 
and other law enforcement agencies may 
alert prosecutors that a deputy who is 
slated to testify in a criminal case has a 
history of misconduct. 

The decision overturned a Court of 
Appeal ruling that barred the sheriff 
from giving prosecutors the names of 
deputies who had committed miscon- 
duct, including lying, taking bribes, 
tampering with evidence, using unrea- 
sonable force, or engaging in domestic 
violence. 

By law, prosecutors are required 
to disclose to defendants exculpatory 
evidence, including information that 
could diminish the credibility of police 
officers who worked on a case. 


But California law has long protect- 
ed the confidentiality of police per- 
sonnel records, and law enforcement 
unions have sought to keep those 
records private. 

In a ruling written by Chief Justice 
Tani Cantil-Sakauye, the state high 
court said that merely disclosing to 
prosecutors that a deputy was ona 
list of problem officers did not violate 
California law protecting personnel 
records. 

Indeed, the court said, such an alert 
might be needed for prosecutors to 
fulfill their constitutional duty to give 
the defense evidence that might cast 
doubt on a defendant’s guilt, reduce 
a potential sentence, or diminish the 
credibility of prosecution witnesses. 

That duty stems from a landmark 
1963 U.S. Supreme Court case, Brady 
v. Maryland, which said suppression of 
evidence favorable to the defense vio- 
lated due process. 

Once alerted that a deputy has a 
history of misconduct, prosecutors 


can then file a motion to obtain the 
deputy’s records. If the information in 
the records is potentially exculpatory, 
the prosecution must disclose it to the 
defense. 

Interpreting state law to prevent 
alerts to prosecutors “would pose a 
substantial threat to Brady compli- 
ance, Cantil-Sakauye wrote. 

“There can be no serious doubt that 
confidential personnel records may 
contain Brady material,” she said. “An 
officer may provide important testimo- 
ny in a criminal prosecution. Confiden- 
tial personnel records may cast doubt 
on that officer’s veracity. Such records 
can constitute material impeachment 
evidence.” 

Prosecutors have a constitutional 
duty to learn of any evidence favorable 
to the defense and disclose it, the court 
noted. But to succeed in a motion to 
obtain an officer’s personnel files, the 
prosecution or the defense must show 
there is good reason to believe the 
files contain potentially exculpatory

evidence. Brady alerts provide that 
reason. 

Laws to protect police personnel 
files were largely intended to “shield 
information from the public’s eyes — 
not from the eyes of government off- 
cials who may need that information 
to satisfy a constitutional obligation,” 
the court said. 

The case before the court stemmed 
from a lawsuit filed by the L.A. depu- 
ties union to prevent former Sheriff 
Jim McDonnell from turning over to 
the district attorney about 300 names 
of deputies with a history of miscon- 
duct. 

A divided Los Angeles-based state 
Court of Appeal ruled in 2017 that 
the list must be kept secret, even in 
pending criminal cases in which errant 
deputies were expected to testify. 

Police departments in at least a doz- 
en counties, including San Francisco, 
Sacramento, and Ventura, have hada 
regular practice of sending prosecu- 
tors the names of so-called Brady list 
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officers. 

Geoffrey S. Sheldon, who represent- 
ed Los Angeles County in the case, said 
he believed that most law enforcement 
agencies in the state kept Brady lists 
and, until the 2017 Court of Appeal 
ruling, alerted prosecutors when an of- 
ficer on the list was going to testify. 

Monday’s “decision talks about 
insiders and outsiders,” Sheldon said. 
“We are talking about limited disclo- 
sure between two members of the 
prosecution team, and it is for a very 
noble purpose, which is Brady compli- 
ance.” 

Although the court did not say 
whether prosecutors could share alerts 
with defense lawyers, Sheldon said 
he believed that would be possible. 

The defense lawyer would then file a 
motion for an officer’s records. A judge 
would review them privately, disclosing 
only what was pertinent to the case. 

If an officer’s records showed dis- 
honesty in the past, that information 
would have to be disclosed to the de- 
fense, Sheldon said. 

But if an officer was placed ona 
Brady list for racial profiling, and the 
case at hand had nothing to do with 
race, the information probably would 
not be disclosed, he said. 

California’s strict laws protecting 
officer personnel files — which under- 
pinned the appellate court’s ruling for 
the deputies’ union — were dramati- 
cally altered by a new transparency law 
that opened up records of confirmed 
cases of lying and sexual misconduct 
by officers, as well as shootings and 
serious uses of force. 

SB 1421, which went into effect 
Jan. 1, allows the public to see many 
of the documents at issue in the L.A. 
sheriff’s case. But the new law does not 
apply to the broader range of miscon- 
duct that can put an officer on a Brady 
list, including domestic abuse, sexual 
harassment, racial discrimination and 
bribery. 

A Los Angeles Times investigation 
found the Sheriff’s Department kept 
a secret list of problem deputies for 
years but that it was never turned over 
to prosecutors. 
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We Need More 
People Using 


Pot in Movies 
and TV, Not Less 


This month, an NPR article raised the 
question whether content distributors 
like Netflix should be as cautious with 
depicting cannabis use onscreen as 
they’ve pledged to be with tobacco. Spe- 
cifically, the story highlights a July an- 
nouncement from Netflix that it plans to 
stop showing characters using tobacco in 
its original programming unless ger- 
mane to the story. 

Referencing the Netflix program 
On My Block — which is rated TV-14 
and features a “loveable, pot-smoking 
grandma,’ per NPR — University of 
California, San Francisco professor of 
medicine Stanton Glantz told NPR that 
“rating a film for [14-year-olds] that’s 
promoting substance abuse — it’s like 
the peak of risk.” 

“Marijuana is not harmless,” he

continued. “Secondhand marijuana 
smoke has the same kind of adverse ef- 
fects on your blood vessels that smok- 
ing a cigarette does. Chemically it’s not 
all that different from cigarette smoke, 
except that the psychoactive agent is 
different.” 

This confuses the issue, as the harm 
posed by marijuana and the harm 
posed by smoking anything are two 
different things. While inhaling any 
material as combusted matter will 
eventually lead to respiratory degra- 
dation of varying levels, the proven 
dangers of smoking tobacco are simply 
irrefutable. 

The evidence linking tobacco con- 
sumption to cancer, emphysema, heart 
disease, and a host of other serious 
diseases and conditions is stagger- 
ing. Smoking cigarettes kills more 
Americans each year than alcohol, car 
accidents, HIV, guns, and illegal drugs 
combined, according to the American 
Cancer Society. Chew- 
ing tobacco also poses 
numerous health risks 
(a fun variety of oral 
cancers instead of lung 
cancer, for instance). 

Conversely, no one 
has ever died as the 
direct result of cannabis 
consumption. Modera- 
tion is always key when 
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it comes to smoking, but for those who 
ingest cannabis by tincture, topical, 
edible, or supplement, there’s really 

no valid comparison to tobacco to be 
made. Though a mysterious vaping ill- 
ness is currently being investigated by 
the CDC and has reportedly resulted in 
one death so far, no one suspects the 
actual plant material as the culprit. 

Creating a media environment for 
teens where smoking is not perceived 
as cool is laudable. Painting cannabis 
use with the same brush is not helpful, 
even if it’s being smoked. It’s actually 
downright harmful, given cigarettes 
amount to highly-engineered poison, 
while new research confirming the 
medical efficacy of cannabis in new 
and life-changing ways continues to 
arrive each day. 

Normalizing cannabis use is a 
foundational necessity if federal legal- 
ization is ever going to take hold. Even 
if a Gallup poll last year found that 
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65 percent of respondents considered 
smoking cannabis to be “morally ac- 
ceptable,” that still leaves 35 percent 
of the U.S. public with an unfavorable 
view of pot. Though Congress will 
ultimately be responsible for national 
legalization (unless one of several 
current Democratic candidates follows 
through on the promise to issue the 
order as an Executive Action), it is the 
public who will decide whether regu- 
lated cannabis works or fails. 

A concerted effort to depict can- 
nabis use as it actually occurs today 
is needed as a result of years of disin- 
formation about marijuana from the 
government. 

Why should we demand a decrease 
in the presence of cannabis in our film 
and television when this is the mo- 
ment for it to be more prevalent than 
ever before? 

Later in NPR's story, Gantz points 
to numerous studies proving a cor- 
relation between a child’s exposure to 
tobacco in the media and their later 
tobacco use as a reason to be similarly 
cautious of cannabis. It would make 
sense that studies have found that 
children who are exposed to smoking 
in movies and television are more 
likely to eventually smoke tobacco 
themselves, given marketing depart- 
ments and product placement played a 
substantial role in ensuring cigarettes 
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regularly starred on the silver screen. 

The result is that we now see John 
Wayne or Humphrey Bogart lighting 
up as a quintessential facet of their 
character instead of the dangerous 
addiction it was. Even if the cannabis 
industry did want to engage in similar- 
ly amoral tactics, they can't. 

In the case of Facebook and Google 
— the two biggest behemoths in the 
digital ad game — cannabis compa- 
nies are prohibited from advertising 
under the companies’ respective rules 
concerning “drug or drug-related 
promotions’ on their sites. When it 
comes to radio and billboards, similar 
policies make life tricky. Then there’s 
television, which is now essentially just 
a waiting game to see which network 
will take the risk of airing a cannabis 
commercial first. 

Showing characters in film and 
television consuming pot makes sense, 
given how many of us use cannabis in 
real life. Why deny that (to the benefit 
of no one) when we can embrace it? 
Let’s allow reality to be reflected in the 
media we watch, for a change.

This week’s question comes from Ed- 
gar M., whoasks: 


Q: I work for a large corporation with 
offices nationwide. I was recently 
switched to a new department, and al- 
ready, I have been having problems 
with my new direct supervisor. He reg- 
ularly makes racially-charged com- 
ments around me, which I find 
offensive. I have told him to stop, but 


that has only made things worse. I have 
tried complaining to my HR represen- 
tative about this behavior, but she is 
good friends with my direct supervisor 
and doesn’t believe my reports. I feel 
the only way I will be taken seriously is 
if 1am somehow able to record my su- 
pervisor’s racist comments as proof. 
Can I do this if no one will take me seri- 
ously? 


A: Thank you for your question, Ed- 
gar. Certainly, the impulse to capture 
an injustice on tape is a hard impulse to 
ignore, especially when those around 
you are turning a blind eye to or claim- 
ing it isn’t happening. Secretly record- 
ing someone without their knowledge 
and consent, however, is a criminal of- 
fense under state and federal law with 
serious consequences. 


The federal Wiretap Act of 1968 
(18 U.S.C. § 2511) provides it is illegal 
to secretly record any oral, telephon- 
ic, or electronic communication that 
the communicator would reasonably 
expect to be private. The California 
Penal Code § 632(a), enacted under 
the California Invasion of Privacy 
Act of 1967, makes it illegal for any 
person to intentionally and without 
the consent of all parties to a com- 
munication use a recording device to 
record a confidential communication, 
whether or not the conversation oc- 
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curs in person or through some other 
medium, such as over the phone. 
Such an offense may be punished by 
a fine of up to $2,500 per violation 
and/or by a term of imprisonment of 
up to one year. California is one of a 
handful of states with a “two-party 
[or “all-party”] consent” law, meaning 
the consent of every single party to 
the conversation is required before a 
person can legally record a confiden- 
tial conversation. In other words, if 
nine out of 10 board members agree 
you can record a private board meet- 
ing, that is one too few. 


These criminal consequences 
will outweigh any potential benefit 
you may derive from capturing such 
evidence on tape, especially because 
in nearly all cases, secret recordings 
are not admissible evidence in court. 
Penal Code § 632(d) provides that 
unless you are trying to prove a 
violation of section 632 itself, any ev- 
idence obtained as a result of record- 
ing a confidential communication is 
not admissible in any judicial, admin- 
istrative, legislative, or other pro- 
ceeding. In short, if you have a secret 
recording of your supervisor spouting 
racist inappropriate comments that 
you feel is a smoking gun for your 
case, it will likely be excluded long be- 
fore a jury can ever hear about it. 
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The grey area lies in whether there 
is a reasonable expectation of privacy 
in the space where the recording is 
made. The answer to this question de- 
pends on the recording’s location and 
context. For instance, there is a big 
difference between recording a con- 
versation in a busy airport terminal 
and recording a private disciplinary 
meeting between you, your supervi- 
sor, and a Human Resources repre- 
sentative in an office behind a closed 
door. This is because it is reasonable 
to expect that a conversation in pub- 
lic airport terminal to be overheard 
by people passing by. The same is not 
true for the private HR meeting. 


Context may be nuanced, however. 
There may be reasonable expectation 
of privacy in that same airport ter- 
minal at 4:00am on arrival of a red- 
eye flight if the conversation occurs 
in an empty corner of the terminal 
where there are no staff or people in 
sight. Likewise, a conversation at top 
volume in the doorway of your super- 
visor’s office adjacent to an open floor 
plan in earshot of the entire office. 
There is quite a different expectation 
of privacy in this context, as opposed 
to the private HR meeting. 


Even if you believe, however, that 
you are in an environment where 
there is no reasonable expectation 
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of privacy, there are many variables 
to be considered and it’s likely not 
worth the risk. If you believe your su- 
pervisor is doing or saying something 
inappropriate, rather than record 
them, make a written complaint to 
your Human Resources department, 
quoting the specific language you 
heard or describing the conduct you 
observed and indicating it made you 
feel uncomfortable. By creating a 
written record with your employer, 
you protect yourself far more than 
you do by making a recording that 
could potentially expose you to 
criminal liability. Always contact an 
employment attorney to assist you in 
taking legal, effective steps towards 
addressing a difficult workplace issue.

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‘accuse Shows You How to Heal 


New art exhibit confronts the horrors of World War | while making contemporary connections.

The greatest anti-war art in 
history, whether it’s Goya’s The Third of 
May 1808 or Picasso’s Guernica, portray 
killing and suffering that happen in the 
moment of depiction. The cries and an- 
guish we see are momentary glimpses of 
war-mongers’ depravity. What Kader At- 
tia does with Jaccuse is altogether differ- 
ent but no less effective. Jaccuse features 
rows of large wooden heads that are dis- 
figured — some grotesquely so, and 
some that look like corpses. But the faces 
are all based on the faces of World War 
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I soldiers who survived war and had to 
live with their disfigurements, which 
plastic surgery could not erase. To em- 
phasize this connection, Attia screens 
his artwork with the 1938 French an- 
ti-war film Jaccuse!, which has wounded 
war veterans play themselves. 

So with Attia’s Jaccuse, which 
BAMPFA exhibits from Sept. 18 to 
Nov. 17, the ravages of war are ongoing 
— alive in the faces of veterans whose 
heads are on metal plinths. The setup 
is disturbing, macabre, and — because 
of the accompanying film by Abel 
Gance — multidimensional. 

“T wanted to connect the audience 
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with the consciousness of the horror 
of war, which Abel Gance also wanted 
to do,” Attia, who grew up in France 
and Algeria, tells SF Weekly in a phone 
interview from Berlin. “I didn’t want to 
make it abstract, or create some feeling 
that you have to fantasize the notion 
of loss, of injury, of hell. But I wanted 
to give [the faces] the dignity that 
they deserved. That’s why they’re high 
[from the ground], and monumental. 
I didn’t want to build an artwork that 
victimized the victim.” 

Attia made the busts in J accuse 
with the help of craftsmen from Sene- 
gal, who used trees whose ages roughly 


corresponded to the ages of the de- 
picted soldiers. Like Algeria, Senegal 
is a former French colony that was re- 
shaped culturally — often at a terrible 
cost. Algeria gained its independence 
in 1962, after an eight-year war that 
killed an estimated 1.5 million Algeri- 
ans and thousands of French troops. 
Attia created J accuse in 2016, and 
it has since been exhibited at MMK 
Museum ftir Moderne Kunst in Frank- 
furt, Germany, and the Museum of 
Contemporary Art Australia in Sydney. 
The artwork’s arrival in the Bay Area, 
at a time when Donald Trump and his 
hawkish advisors are continuing to talk

of war with Iran and other countries, 
has Attia both on edge and more con- 
vinced that Jaccuse is in the right place 
at the right time. 

More than being anti-war art, Jac- 
cuse encourages art-goers to consid- 
er how to heal from tragedy, Attia 
says. His decision to pair his busts with 
Gance’s film ratchets up the artwork’s 
drama since the 1938 film is a tour de 
force, with its lead actor, Victor Fran- 
cen, imploring the wounded soldiers 
to rise from their graves in a climactic 
scene full of thunder, lightning, and 
other daunting weather. In another 
scene, Francen famously says, in re-

sponse to a man who says the French 

must reluctantly get behind war, “No! 
In order to live, we must .... we must 
love.” 

“My work,” says Attia, “raises 
questions and reminds us that war is 
not a myth, is not an illusion, is not 
something happening very far away 
from you.”

A HISTORY OF PUNK AND HARDCORE 
AS REPORTED BY THE SCENE’S

Before Matt Saincome was run- 
ning The Hard Times, he was editing 
these very words. 

Well, not those words exactly, but 
Saincome was SF Weekly’s music edi- 
tor for several years before leaving to 
launch his punk satire empire. What 
started as a website in 2014 has grown 
into podcasts, festival appearances, 
merchandise, and, on Oct. 29, a book. 

The Hard Times: The First 40 Years 
offers Saincome and his staff (full 
disclosure: I contributed to The Hard 
Times in 2016) an opportunity to go 
back through the site’s “archives” and 
offer takes on all of the day’s biggest 





punk and hardcore news from the ’70s, 
’°80s, and 90s. There’s no need to brush 
up on your punk history to appreciate 
headlines (and ensuing articles) like 
“Saddam Hussein’s Abandoned Spider 
Hole Now Iraq’s Most Popular Punk 
Venue’ or “The Postal Service to Cease 
Playing Shows on Weekends.” 

This collection also features a num- 
ber of the site’s best contemporary 
articles as well, including subversive 
treasures like “New Version of Garage 
Band Exports Songs Straight into 
Trash” and the subtle brilliance of 
“Father John Misty Cancels Concert 
After Disappearing into Own Asshole.” 
It’s also probably prudent to mention 
that every Hard Times story, including 
the above item concerning Papa Misty, 
has original artwork that’s often just as 
funny as the words they complement. 
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The Hard Times: The First 40 Years 
is probably not the best book to buy 
your grandmother — unless your 


grandmother happens to have a thing 
for GG Allin. 
The Hard Times offers comfort amid 


today’s endless news cycle of shoot- 
ings, corruption, and environmental 
catastrophes. There is a genuine ca- 
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tharsis to be found in takes like “All 
Warped Tour Stages Moved 100 Feet 
From Audience to Comply with Sex 
Offender Laws.” Sometimes we need 
humor to heal, and this book has as 
much of the former as you could possi- 
bly hope for. 

It also includes interludes reminisc- 
ing about the “old days” and a playful 
aesthetic that at times borrows from 
zines and includes one-offs like the il- 
lustrated “How to Shoplift with Wendy 
O. Williams.” It’s unclear how many 
punks actually have coffee tables, but 
The Hard Times: The First 40 Years is a 
book you'll want to revisit and show 
your friends whenever they come over.

Robert Wise's Star Trek-The Motion Picture plays two screenings per day on Sep. 15 and Sep. 18.

The Robert Wise film Star Trek—The 
Motion Picture opened in 856 theaters 
across North America on Dec. 7, 1979. 
The first tickets became available 
through a mail-in form in the Nov. 16 
New York Daily News for a “Reserved 
Performance Engagement” at the Par- 
amount Theater on Broadway, while 


in-person sales began there on Nov. 21. 


The line started forming at 10 p.m. 
the night before, and several hundred 
people were queued when the box 
office opened in the morning. The av- 
erage national ticket price was around 
$2.50, but tickets in New York for the 
Robert Wise film were $6, and by the 
end of November 21 Paramount had 
grossed over $41,000 in both box-of- 
fice and mail-order sales. The Jan. 9, 
1980 Daily Variety later estimated that 
about 23 percent of the more than one 
billion movie tickets sold in 1979 were 
for Star Trek—The Motion Picture.

Fathom Events is holding 40th 
Anniversary screenings of the Robert 
Wise film on Sept. 15 and 18 in about a 
dozen multiplexes throughout the Bay 
Area. There will be two screenings each 
day, and according to Fandango’s re- 
served-seating widget, only a handful 
of tickets have been sold as of mid-Au- 
gust. What a difference a reputation as 
the worst film in a 50-year, multi-bil- 
lion dollar franchise makes, huh? 

Most commonly referred to as 
“the slow, boring one with the bald 
chick” when it’s referred to at all, the 
first Star Trek movie has long been 
considered an embarrassment by both 
Paramount Pictures and fans alike, 
especially after the immediate sanctifi- 
cation of Nicholas Meyer’s overpraised 
1982 sequel The Wrath of Khan. In- 
deed, a recent “drag hosted viewing” 
of Wrath at the Castro was “to com- 
memorate the 40th anniversary of the 
Star Trek motion pictures,” but not to 
commemorate Star Trek—The Motion 
Picture itself, because it’s not the one “ - Re

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in the theater if only because it’s the 
only original Star Trek film designed to 
be seen on as big and wide a screen as 
possible. It was intended to be a truly 
cinematic experience, with a scope and 
sense of grandeur none of the later 
films attempted. 

Remarkably, there’s still a 35mm 
print of The Motion Picture in circu- 
lation. It played at the Castro in 2016 
but as is so often the case with reperto-

ry exhibition in general and Fathom in 
particular, what will be shown in Sep- 
tember is for all intents and purposes 
the same as the commercially-available 
Blu-ray.

Vivian Girls’ Strange N 


The beloved punk band tries on a second chapter for size.

There’s a post on the MP3 indie 
blog Brooklyn Vegan from 2009 titled 
“the member of Vivian Girls who dated a 
member of Japanther stole Mika Miko’s 
pants.” The post itself is primarily an em- 
bed of the interview Canadian radio per- 
sonality Nardwuar filmed with Vivian 
Girls, and the title refers to a story gui- 
tarist and vocalist Cassie Ramone tells 
during the video. You would be forgiven 
for thinking this sounds pretty innocu- 
ous. It isn't. 

In the comments, an anonymous 
user with the screen name ‘discrim- 
inating tastes in music’ offers, “viv 
girl in the middle = good lookin? not 
so much. not sure why peeps dig the 
junkie look. the redhead on the left is 
wholesome and american as apple pie.” 

The “redhead on the left,” for what 
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it’s worth, is bassist, co-vocalist, and 
founding member Katy Goodman. 
And this isn’t even a particularly awful 
comment by Vivian Girls’ metric. 
Vivian Girls’ story is distinct be- 
cause it’s wholly inseparable from the 
eras in which it occurred: pre-#MeToo, 
well within the heyday of influential 
MP3 indie blogs like Brooklyn Vegan 
and Terminal Boredom, and smack dab 
in the middle of the splintering indie 
rock scene where subgenres like garage 
rock and dream pop were fracturing 
and self-defining. Vivian Girls were 
also fundamentally Brooklyn, so much 
so that writers invoke the rumble of 
the subway to describe the band’s 
lo-fi noise pop jangle. And the music 
had that cool-kid Greenpoint edge — 
Goodman and Ramone lived in a DIY 
house there called the Orphanage — 
at a time when those aesthetics felt 
meaningful rather than cliched.

Goodman and Ramone met as 
college students and began playing 
basement shows in 2007. The band 
released their self-titled debut in 2008, 
and drummer Ali Koehler joined short- 
ly after. Vivian Girls toured the world, 
opening for Yo La Tengo, Jay Reatard, 
and Sonic Youth. Back home in New 
York and despite the detractors, the 
trio gained a fiercely devoted following 
with their melodic, harmony-heavy 
take on punk. 

Two albums followed, 2009’s harsh- 
er, more-noise-than-pop Everything 
Goes Wrong and 2011’s shiny, melodic, 
and ’60s girl group-influenced Share 
the Joy. Since the band called it quits 
in 2014, music writers have issued 
post-mortems insisting Vivian Girls 
were too good, too different, too sin- 
gular in their vision for their time. But 
they were also women — women who 
didn’t pantomime Joan Jett, Stevie 
Nicks, or any other deemed-acceptable 
feminine rock figure. They were women 
who found success within the over- 
whelming male Brooklyn DIY scene by 
sounding like the Ramones at a soda 
fountain, and the blogosphere cruci- 
fied them for it. 

There is a genuine desire to separate 
the Vivian Girls’ narrative from the 
misogyny its members endured, espe- 
cially as the band reunites and releases 
fourth album Memory. Their return 
in the era of moderated comments 
and a lessened tolerance for spewing 
misogyny, for many, feels like a second 
chance at a narrative that reads like a

cautionary tale. 

The announcement of the reunion 
itself drew personal recollections from 
Hether Fortune, the frontwoman of 
now-disbanded Oakland rock outfit 
Wax Idols. She tweeted that being a 
woman making music in 2009 was “a 
shit show.” Goth pop artist Zola Jesus 
replied commenting on “the misogy- 
nist wrath” of Brooklyn Vegan and Ter- 
minal Boredom. Even Koehler chimed 
in, adding that reviewers fixated on 
“our heights/legs/bodies.” 

And there’s always more where 
that came from: more war stories and 
more sexist comments. But for the first 
time in eight years, there’s also more 
Vivian Girls, and a new generation of 
listeners with minimal tolerance for 
sexist vitriol. That alone is something 
to celebrate.

For many people, social media 
is at best a double-edged sword. It’s the 
way we keep up with old friends and 
present our best selves to the world, but 
it’s also a corporatized surveillance state 
where we confront juvenile envy, spit- 
tle-flecked trolls, and an occasionally un- 
shakable sense of digital loneliness. 

But for Charo, the comic, accomplished 
guitarist, occasional Hollywood Square, 
and Queen of England in Sharknado 5: 
Global Swarming, social media is an un- 
ambiguously positive way of engaging 
with the world. 

“Social media is great,” she tells SF 
Weekly. “I’m extremely grateful to the 
people that support me with so much 
kindness after my tragedy. It’s like 
having a therapist. You become friends 
with everybody, and you're talking to 
everybody, and that’s why I want to tell 
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you I’m hooked now on social media. 
I’m hooked on Instagram!” 

The feeling is mutual. In Charo’s 
upbeat videos, shot on a cell phone 
and roughly a minute in length, she 
expounds on the health benefits of this 
or that fruit, struggles to be under- 
stood by Siri, or simply goes on an ear- 
ly-evening walk. They invariably begin 
with her addressing her fans (“Hola, 
amigos!”) and include goofy jokes, mild 
innuendo, life-affirming messages of 
love — and, of course, that girlish, 
heavily accented voice and hair done 
up in a Full Boopsie. 

Her persona is so infectiously 
ebullient that simply imagining Charo 
feeling sad at all takes on existential 
proportions. It would be like Puff 
the Magic Dragon after Jackie Paper 
stopped hanging out with him, shed- 
ding green scales all over a land called 
Honalee. But after her husband of 
more than 40 years, Kjell Rasten, shot 
himself in February after having con- 
tracted a rare and disfiguring skin con- 
dition known as bullous pemphigoid, 
she was understandably despondent.

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It took her some time for her internal 
gyroscope to right itself, and when she 
says that she is as determined as ever 
to embrace life and bring happiness to 
people, there is a gravitas underlying 
that giggly charm. 

And on Sept. 20, she'll be back in 
what she calls “Planet San Francisco” 
for a show at the Herbst Theatre. It’s 
an all-new show, centered on her ar- 
rangement of “Besame Mucho.” 

“Most of the people in the business, 
when they have a good show they keep 
it for a long, long, long time,” she says. 
“But I like a challenge, and I also look 
for what’s next. What about mafiana? 
So I hope they like it. 

“Because my heart is broken and it 
keeps breaking, I decided to choose 
life,” she adds. “So I bring my guitar, 
and there’s not a question in my mind 
of how to keep it going and choose 
life.” 

In order to be understood, Charo 
says she’s “working very hard to shout 
American,’ but after more than five 
decades spreading cuchi-cuchi across 
America, it’s clear she’s in on her own 
joke. Having taught herself Japanese, 
she admits she speaks the language 
with the same exaggerated intonations 
that characterize her English, but she’s 
attuned enough to differentiate a To- 
kyo accent from an Osaka accent. 

“T know what I said but I don’t know 
if they know what I’m talking about,” 
she says. 

There is mystery to her, as well. 

The woman born Maria del Rosario 
Mercedes Pilar Martinez Molina Bae- 
za has long concealed her age, which 
could be anywhere from 68 to 78. A 
conversation with Charo is a dazzling, 
discursive affair, full of boisterous 
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self-interruptions and a tendency to 
spell out various Spanish terms, all of 
which are phonetic, but that’s hardly 
important. 

Asked to explain the nuances of 
flamenco guitar — a sensual style tied 
to the Moorish history of Murcia, the 
city of her birth, and which she studied 
under the legendary Andres Segovia 
— Charo launches into a four-minute 
anecdote about a long-ago television 
producer who misunderstood what she 
was looking to play. 

“I was holding the guitar in my 
hand and the producer is laughing,” 
she says. “He said, ‘OK, this is not a 
zoo. We don't have flamingos here.’ He 
thought that I was talking about the 
fucking birds!” 

Yet Charo is a virtuoso guitarist. 
That seeming contradiction — a hy- 
per-bubbly demeanor versus profound 
musical talent — has stayed central 
throughout her entire career. She was 
put on this Earth to bring joy, and she’s 
as appreciative of any opportunities 
to do so as she is of the many Charo 
impersonators she’s met. Beyond those 
real-life look-alikes, fans also send her 
portraits of her they’ve painted of her 
distinctive appearance. 

“Very good artists, too,” Charo says. 
“It’s probably because it’s very easy to 
make a caricature of me. I have a funny 
nose and my lips are big and look like 
they could suck an orange out of San 
Francisco. So I make it easier for peo- 
ple with my face.”

Few bands have honed a sound 
and approach more recognizable and re- 
nowned than The National. 

Twin guitarists and multi-instru- 
mentalists Aaron Dessner and Bryce 
Dessner compose moody, striking 
sonic structures, avoiding big riffs 
while still delivering cathartic release. 
Bassist Scott Devendorf and drum- 
mer Bryan Devendorf (also brothers, 
though not twins) deliver propulsive, 
immediate tempos, giving the songs 
an urgent feel, despite their somber 
undertones. 

The focal point, however, has always 
been vocalist Matt Berninger, whose 
wine-soaked baritone and tales of 
white boy blues comprise the unique 
signature of the band. It has been 
an oddly winning formula for a band 
whose last five albums, starting with 
2005’s Alligator through 2017's Sleep 


Well Beast, all garnered near universal 
critical acclaim while elevating the 
band into levels of mass fame enjoyed 
by few, if any, indie rock bands. 

Then they decided to mess with suc- 
cess. And somehow, they pulled it off. 

For the group’s latest album, this 
years I Am Easy to Find, Berninger 
cedes the spotlight to an array of guest 
female vocalists, providing a fresh 
perspective and stirring new interpre- 
tation of The National’s delivery. On 
every track, Berninger yields or shares 
vocal duties, either with his cadre of fe- 
male companions (who include Sharon 
Van Etten and Lisa Hannigan, among 
others) or with the Brooklyn Children’s 
Choir. 

“This whole experience has really 
been a breath of fresh air, especially 
for Matt,” says Scott Devendorf of the 
National, who will perform at Stan- 
ford’s Frost Amphitheater on Sept. 1. 
“He’s always been responsible for all 


the vocals for this group, and this is a 
way for him to share that experience. 
We viewed this as a great way to move 
forward creatively with the band, not 
just in the studio, but in our live setup. 
I don’t think there was any hesitancy 
to go in the direction we did.” 

The idea to incorporate so many 
different vocalists came as a result of 
a unique collaboration with filmmaker 
Mike Mills, who approached the band 
about producing a music video for a 
single off Sleep Well Beast. Because the 
band had already released a steady 
number of tracks for the album, they 
declined his offer, but opted to move 
forward with a longer, mini-film proj- 
ect. 

The result was a stirring 26-minute 
vignette starring actress Alicia Vikan- 
der. Mills used some of The National’s 
existing music, but most of the film 
features tunes from I Am Easy to Find 
— songs inspired by the picture, which 
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depicts Vikander as a protagonist 
dealing with issues related to family, 
love, fractured relationships, illness, 
and death. 

“We didn’t really plan on putting 
out an album this year, but we were 
inspired from what we saw in Mike’s 
film,” Scott Devendorf says. “We have 
four or five songs written already but 
seeing the early working versions of 
the film really spurred us on. At that 
point, some of the ideas cross-polli- 
nated, with the lyrics being inspired 
by what was on that film. And based 
on what we saw, it didn’t make sense 
to have one male viewpoint act as the 
narrator for this woman’s life.” 


The album is just the latest triumph 


for a band defined by its improbabil- 
ity. Following the relative lackluster 
reaction to the group’s third album, 
2005’s Alligator (an absolute master- 


piece of a record), the band was playing 


to thinning crowds, and increasingly 


The National Embrace New Perspective, 


considering returning full-time to their 
day jobs in New York City. But the 
unexpected breakout of 2007’s Boxer 
revived the band’s career and they have 
not glanced back since. 

Boxer, a brooding recollection of 
middle-class malaise, solidified the 
band’s aesthetic, which could be best 
described as running full speed ina 
suit, briefcase in hand, late to a divorce 
proceeding. Somehow it works. 

“When we first started, we didn’t 
put that much weight in the band,” 
Scott Devendorf says. “It was exciting 
living in New York City and playing 
music, but we all assumed we would 
end up returning to our jobs at some 
point. That helped us, because we 
weren t over-conscious — we weren't 
really concerned about being some- 
thing else, or some other band. We 
were just trying to be our own thing, 
and that has been our focus all along.” 

A band finding its creative stride 
midway through its career and stand- 
ing out among an army of contempo- 
raries (remember this was New York 
in the early 2000s, perhaps the most 
prodigious creative point in the city’s 
illustrative history) is the stuff of 
movies — just not the movie for The 
National. 

Instead, they opted to champion a 
project that features not one of their 
faces or images during its runtime. It 
is wholly reflective of a band whose hu- 
mility and deprecation belie an innate 
knack for delivering connective, beau- 
tiful, and timely art. 

“It helps to have perspective,’ Scott 
Devendorf says. “We all realized that 
the band is not everything — we have 
lives, families, other things outside of 
this world. We’re really just happy and 
lucky to still be making music we love.” 

I Am Easy to Find is an interesting 
album title for a band content to stay 
in the shadows. But really it is just the 
latest improbable success for a band 
that has — improbably — earned ev- 
erything they deserve.

The women in Molly Smith 
Metzler’s Cry It Out aren't losing 
sleep at night because of their new- 
born babies. After they give birth, 
their personal and professional iden- 
tities are in a state of flux. Jesse’s 
(Lauren English) maternity leave is 
about to end. She’s conflicted about 
going back to work at her law firm. 
Adrienne (Lauren Spencer) has just 
scored a deal with a company that 
will distribute her jewelry line across 
the country. And Lina (Martha 
Brigham) doesn’t want to go back to 
her job as a nurse’s assistant but she 
can’t afford to stay at home. 

Metzler’s comedy conveys the 
subtle and the less-than-subtle 
shifts in their moods, marriages, 
and the way they relate to the 
world after becoming moms for the 
first time. In the opening scene, 
the playwright arranges a meeting 
between Jesse and Lina. They’re 
about to start a coffee klatsch 
for two in Jesse’s backyard. It’s 
the midway point between their 
homes, where the baby monitors 
still register the sound of their ba- 
bies’ voices. Jesse and her husband 
recently bought the duplex next 
door to the house in which Lina’s 
husband grew up. The playwright 
makes it clear that they’re from dif- 
ferent socioeconomic backgrounds 
— and that it doesn’t prevent them 
from bonding. 

Despite the effort it takes to get 
out of the house with an infant, 
they joke about what a relief it is to 
run errands. Both women love be- 
ing mothers but they commiserate 
about how isolating it can be. In 
their exchanges, Metzler demon- 
strates a knack for the rhythms 
of colloquial speech. But over the 
course of the play, she writes a se- 
ries of great comic retorts for Lina. 
Brigham does such good work in 
this role. She delivers her lines wry- 
ly but her voice is infused with the 
character’s rough and rocky histo- 
ry. Lina and her husband are both 
recovering alcoholics. They’re living 
with her mother-in-law, who’s a 
practicing alcoholic, until they can 
save up enough money for a down 
payment on a place of their own. 

Last year in Ruby Rae Spiegel’s 
Dry Land at Shotgun Players, I 
compared Brigham’s performance 
as a pregnant teenager to Elizabeth 
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Voices Carry in Cry It Out 





Marvel and Jane Alexander. As 
Lina, she reminded me of Annabel- 
la Sciorra and Marisa Tomei. That’s 
an impressive range. Part of the 
play’s program note about Brigham 
reads, “She wants to thank the Bay 
for opening up their hearts and 
their art to her. She’ll be moving 
to Los Angeles in September.” Cry 
It Out then might be your final 
opportunity to see such a funny, 
tough, and sympathetic actor on 
stage before her lucky stars line up 
with the ones in Hollywood. 

As Jesse and Lina’s friendship 
develops, Adrienne’s husband 
Mitchell (Justin Dupuis) inter- 
rupts one of their afternoon idylls 
(Mitchell’s the only husband we 
meet). He and Adrienne live in the 
tony community on the hillside 
above their neighborhood. He 
confesses, in short order, that he’s 
been spying on their get-togethers, 
and that he’s concerned about his 
wife. Mitchell asks if they wouldn't 
mind inviting Adrienne over for 
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coffee. Jesse, who’s more trusting 
than Lina, takes pity on the over- 
wrought Mitchell and agrees to 
invite her. 

When Adrienne arrives the next 
day, she replies to her hosts’ ques- 
tions with monosyllabic answers. 
She’s cold — and then rude — be- 
fore she abruptly leaves. Metzler 
adds Adrienne to the mix to offer 
a third version of motherhood. 
Mitchell drops by Jesse’s house to 
apologize for his wife’s behavior. 
They come to the conclusion that 
Adrienne’s suffering from post- 
partum depression. Enraged at 
the idea, she confronts Jesse and 
corrects that misapprehension. She 
tells her that she loves her baby as 
much as Jesse and Lina love theirs. 
But she doesn’t share Jesse’s am- 
bivalence about her corporate job. 
What she’s not willing to do is give 
up her career just because she’s 
a mother. Adrienne’s right when 
she plangently wails at Jesse; no 
one’s asked her husband to put his 
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ambitions aside when he became 
a father. 

Cry It Out asks smart ques- 
tions of its protagonists. The di- 
lemmas these three women con- 
front all feel vital and real. When 
Jesse wonders if she’s raising her 
daughter right, Metzler wisely 
doesn’t provide an easy answer. 
The playwright suggests that 
there isn’t one universal or cor- 
rect way of being a mother in the 
21st century. Jesse, Lina, and 
Adrienne must come up with the 
solutions that suit their families 
best — without neglecting their 
own individual needs.

Fiddler: A Miracle of Miracles 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at the Clay 
Theater. 
Documentaries about New York-based 
phenomena tend to forget that most people 
don’t live there, and even the vast majority 
of New Yorkers can't afford to, say, shop 
at Bergdorf’s or stay at the Carlyle. Max 
Lewkowicz’s uplifting documentary Fiddler: 
A Miracle of Miracles successfully evades 
the lifestyle-porn problem as it examines 
the impact of the 1964 Broadway musical 
Fiddler on the Roof. It helps that Roof was 
made into a successful movie in 1971, and 
the play continues to be revived; the closing 
titles claim it’s been performed somewhere 
in the world every day since 1964, which is 
unprovable but sure feels true. Featuring 
interviews with figures such as my boyfriend 
Itzhak Perlman and my other boyfriend 
Lin-Manuel Miranda, Miracles argues for the 
continued resonance of Roof’s basic story of 
an impoverished but devout Jewish patriarch 
in 1905 Russia whose faith in G-d, belief in 
tradition, and — most importantly — his 
sense of humor are constantly tested as the 
world changes around him and frequently 
kicks his ass. It’s noted that it’s ultimately a 
play about displaced people, and whenever 
it’s performed there are always concurrent 
news reports about people being displaced 
(MAGA!). But Fiddler on the Roof ultimately 
endures because it’s very funny and has songs 
that stick in your head, and that’s no small 


miracle. Sherilyn Connelly 


The Fanatic 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
Who knew the frontbro of Limp Bizkit was 
such a competent director? The Fanatic is 
in fact Fred Durst’s third feature film, and 
as rockers turned-filmmakers go, Durst is 
thankfully closer to Rob Zombie than Glenn 
Danzig, though he’s more character-focused 
than either. Moose (John Travolta) is a 
socially awkward movie buff who is obsessed 
with action/horror star Hunter Dunbar 
(Devon Sawa). When Moose’s sense of fan 
entitlement is offended by Dunbar brushing 
him off at a signing, Moose begins stalking 
Dunbar, eventually invading his home. The 
Fanatic is arguably an updating of The King 
of Comedy, but that’s okay, since it’s a story 
that needs updating every so often as the 
culture and technology changes. (See also: 
Invasion of the Body Snatchers.) More proof 
that Durst knows what he’s doing comes from 
his casting of Sawa as the celebrity being 
obsessed over in The Fanatic, since Sawa 
played Stan in the Eminem video of the same 
name, and the word “stan” has since become 
both a noun and a verb for obsessive fan- 
worship. (The original Stan getting stanned? 
It’s fanatics all the way down!) There’s also a 
kick-in-the-teeth final shot which reframes 
The Fanatic’s third act, and uncomfortably 
suggests that, like Moose, the viewer has also 
been focusing on the wrong things. SC

The saddest news I could share is 
that the best, most delicately fried soft- 
shell crab I’ve ever tasted has already 
come off the menu at Mago, Mark Liber- 
man’s new bistro on Piedmont Avenue in 
Oakland. Out, out, brief eight-legged 
candle; those wretched sea bugs have had 
the unmitigated gall to grow new cara- 
paces. Desperate, I ordered soft-shell 
crab with my cousin at a waterfront bar- 
and-grill in New Jersey a week later, and 
of course it was a wan comparison, obvi- 
ously defrosted as well as over-battered 
and basically flavorless, but every other 
crab is going to be flavorless compared to 
Mago’s, because guess what? It was a 
Nashville soft-shell crab, fiery as Nash- 
ville fried chicken, served over stone 
fruit to cool you off at the end. 

Oh well. In fact, almost everything 


from two weeks ago is off the menu 
already, because the concept behind 
Mago is that the kitchen rejiggers 
things on a weekly basis for the 52 mi- 
cro-seasons that Northern California 
affords us. 

That level of hyper-local hyper-tem- 
porality sounds like it could result in 
total chaos. And Liberman had a rough 
go of it in San Francisco the last few 
years, with SoMa’s splashy AQ closing 
in 2017 after a respectable run but 
adjacent Fénix sputtering out quickly 
after its predecessor, another Liber- 
man project called TBD, fell victim to 
a fire. But he’s tough, which is maybe 
why he put an umlaut over the a in the 
name of this newest endeavor, which is 
Spanish for “magician.” 

A better name for it might be 
“Trabajo” or “Obrador,” because what 
you re really tasting is hard work 
and thoroughness, right down to a 
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website that thanks everybody that 
toiled on it — even the soap purveyor. 
Take a summer bean salad made with 
bafflingly underused dragon beans, 
a soft-boiled egg, some kelpy greens, 
and “strawberry mojo” (which sounds 
like a vape pod, but really it’s more of 
an essence). It’s a fantasy of textures, 
wholly unlike any other summer salads 
out there, and if it could talk it prob- 
ably wouldn’t shut up about where it 
was foraged and sourced. A charred 
squash with just a whisper of anchovy 
and plenty of tahini had the intriguing 
mouthfeel of ripe apple, while a sweet- 
er-than-any-cantaloupe Sharlyn melon 
salad came stacked like Lincoln Logs or 
maybe a bonfire with a jalaperio relish 
acting as the kindling. Unbelievably, 
it’s only $5. 

There are a handful of errors, like 
a ratatouille toast that’s more of a wet 
cake, or the annoyingly under-ripe

chunks of tomato in an heirloom to- 
mato salad that was otherwise a great 
melange of bacon and cherry. A couple 
of the cocktails are a bit steroidal, like 
a kombu martini that wants to play 
up the herbaceousness of gin only to 
drown it in seawater. (“Brine” is an in- 
gredient.) And another thing: The Otra 
Cosa, made with mezcal, sweet chili, 

a house-made version of Chartreuse, 
egg white, and lemon, was much 
saltier than those ingredients would 
suggest — although in an appealingly 
palate-prepping way. 

Liberman and head chef Ben Se- 
rum’s emphasis on seasonality isn’t 
absolute, as a gnocchetti with five-hour 
pork sugo time-traveled from bleakest 
February and everyone who got some 
of those little potato pillows was the 
better off for it. A mushroom brodo 
— still on the menu! — is not what 
anyone would have expected, an enoki 
broth beneath a black truffle-flecked 
cream-of-mushroom soup. Dessert 
does the shrewd thing, offering “ripe 
cheeses from near and far” — the 
province of Liberman’s wife and 
co-owner, Theresa — plus gratifying 
and immensely seasonal treats like a 
corn pot de créme with blueberry and 
a lime granita. It’s crumbles on top of 
other crumbles that merge together so 
that you almost think you're eating a 
really good pie filling. 

Too ambitious to be purely a neigh- 
borhood restaurant, Mago might also 
be characterized by what it lacks, 
which is lily-gilding or money-grub- 
bing ostentatiousness like you increas- 
ingly see in San Francisco. A $22 black 
truffle supplement seems to come and 
go, and if the one large-format dish 
happens to be a $100 rabbit, it could 
be a $48 chicken al mattone weeks 
later. The vibe is friendly, with a bar 
opposite the open kitchen and overt 
camaraderie among the staff (whom 
you might bump into next door at The 
Lodge after they get cut). A big purple 
mural crowns the space, of a woman in 
a top hat who looks slightly like John- 
ny Depp as Willy Wonka. She’s con- 
juring some sort of sea creature with 
pink thistles in its purple tentacles. 
But maybe “conjuring” gives the wrong 
idea, since it suggests trickery or de- 
ceit, and there’s none of that here.

That’s one definition of “the sweet 
life,” but when Foreign Cinema turns 
20 on Friday, Sept. 19, it’s offering a 
slightly different vision to cinephilic 
fans of a two-decade-old restaurant 
with al fresco movies. 

Since 1999, chef-owners Gayle Pirie 
and John Clark have mastered the 
concept of a restaurant meal as an ex- 
perience that transcends what’s merely 
on the plate, crowned by excellent wine 
pairings and screening of classics from 
the Silent Era to the Coen Brothers. 
Innovative California-Mediterranean 
dishes like sea bass ceviche with av- 
ocado, spring onion, and habanero 
or a lavender-brined pork chop with 
a Gravenstein apple smash are what 
helped earn Foreign Cinema a number 
of James Beard nominations, but it’s 
the averall amhience that wan all thace 
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hearts and minds. Seasonality and a 
connection between diner and farmer 
are all but expected now, but the proj- 
ect has never grown stale in spite of all 
the imitators. (And in fact, the team 
opened the attached cocktail bar Lasz- 
lo, giving it a refresh in 2016.) 

So for the 20th anniversary, they’re 
going to get a little Fellini-esque about 
it, and not in a Euro-surrealist way 
that involves taking a sauna with a 
Catholic cardinal to work through your 
writer’s block. Instead, they’re play- 
ing up the Italian dimension to Pirie 
and Clark’s cooking for an evening of 
decadent fun, with lots of theatrical 
costumes and performances by Gre- 
ganelo’s Velocity Arts & Entertainment 
(the highbrow circus troupe known 


for its site-specific shows). Because of 
Bareion Cinema’e etrano cannectian 
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to the Mission, it’s partly a benefit for 
the family-centered nonprofit Missio1 
Neighborhood Center as well as 826 
Valencia and the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence. And while it’s bound to 
be a very stylish affair, no one will 

be hauling a huge and symbolically 
freighted fish monster out of the sea.

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Mannequin Pussy’s Patience Is a

Nine years and three albums into 
their career, Philadelphia punks Manne- 
quin Pussy’s fire is getting increasingly 
stoked. Shit, you only have to listen to 
the opening chords and the opening lyr- 
ics on “Patience,” the opening title track 
on their new album, to see that singer/ 
guitarist Marisa Dabice and her band- 
mates haven't calmed down at all. 

And why should they? Patience is an 
intensely personal album, perhaps par- 
ticularly for Dabice, essentially journal- 
ing bad relationships and various other 
personal experiences, all marinating in 
the inevitable influence of the current 
woman-hating administration. It’s a 
weighty record, but also eminently 
listenable thanks to some killer hooks, 
exemplary (if beautifully fuzzy) mu- 
sicianship, and a super-cool riot grrl 
delivery. The reviews have been pretty 
much universally positive. 

“It seems that way,” says Dabice. “I 
saw one negative review that said it 
had no depth, and I was like, okay. It 
was some very old man’s blog. So may- 
be not out target demographic anyway. 
But that shit doesn’t bother me.” 

Mannequin Pussy originally formed 
as a two-piece by Dabice and Athana- 
sios Paul, who originally played drums 
but has since moved to guitar. Kaleen 
Reading now occupies the drum stool, 
while bassist Colins “Bear” Regisford 
joined in 2016. With the lineup com-

plete, and the second album Romantic 
released in 2016, the band set about 
doing all they could to improve during 
the intervening three years. 

“On a simple level, just getting 
better at our respective positions in 
the band, better with our instruments, 
better at songwriting, more inventive,” 
Dabice says. “What it really takes to 
keep a band together for as long as we 
have is just learning how to commu- 
nicate and appreciate each other ina 
group setting.” 

To that end, Mannequin Pussy is 
a democratic unit. They’re generally 
on the same page, but they'll have 
meetings and vote when necessary. 
One key decision in recent years was 
the switch from the Tiny Engines label 
that released their first two albums to 
the relatively giant surroundings of 
Epitaph Records. 

“We were just really hopeful that 
someone would come along who would 
believe in us in a way that translates 
into that sort of investment that is 
both financial and emotional in many 
ways, Dabice says. “Labels and bands 
are a partnership... and we’ve grown 
into a new stage of the band where, 
if we stayed where we were, we might 
have been held back from being able to 
realize our goals and ambitions, espe- 
cially our artistic ones.” 

It makes sense on many levels. For 
example, Epitaph head honcho Brett 
Gurewitz and his band Bad Religion 
have always tackled political and social 
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issues head on. 

“They were really clear that there 
was nothing about us that they wanted 
to change,” Dabice says. “They didn’t 
want to tell us who we are because we 
already know who we are. They didn’t 
want to tell us what kind of music we 
should be making because they like the 
music we’re making. They saw that we 
lend our voice when it seems neces- 
sary to certain aspects of the political 
climate. So knowing that they were 
coming from that place, it just seemed 
like such a beautiful commitment for 
each other. They have a lot of respect 
for individualism.” 

That’s fair — Patience isn’t a typical 
Epitaph album, but then there hasn’t 
really been such a thing since the glory 
days of pop-punk. Far from a concept 
album, Patience does have a theme 
running through it — one of going 
through something traumatic and 
being forced to confront it, and then 
choosing to either let it eat away at you 
or to build yourself back up. 

“It’s very easy to get caught up in 
the traumatic things that have hap- 
pened to us and that can destroy us 
from the inside out,” Dabice says. “But 
you have a choice at a certain point to 
rebuild yourself. But that’s not some- 
thing that happens quickly in a per- 
son's life. That’s something that takes 
its course over a few years.” 

Naturally, these are sentiments 
that most people can relate to and, as 
a result, Dabice’s self-therapy can be 


therapeutic to countless others. 

“That’s an unintended positive con- 
sequence, she says. “When you're very 
honest about the things you're going 
through, it often brings you closer to 
people who have also gone through 
incredibly heavy things in their life. 

It doesn’t really matter who you are 
or what demographic you belong to, 
whether that’s a straight white male 
or anyone else. Most people have 
gone through something that changes 
their perspective and the way they go 
through the world. That is a univer- 
sal thing. Compassion is a universal 
thing.” 

On the subject of compassion, Man- 
nequin Pussy and Epitaph donated a 
percentage of the first week of digital 
sales to The Trevor Project, which 
focuses on suicide prevention in the 
LGBTQ+ community. 

“T heard that they raised like 
$4,800, which is not bad for a week of 
digital sales,” Dabice says. “I felt very 
lucky that Epitaph brought forth that 
idea and then was generous enough to 
say that they’d match donations. There 
are not so many labels that would do 
that.” 

This week, Mannequin Pussy 
performs at Bottom of the Hill, ona 
killer bill alongside fellow Phili band 
Empath, plus New Yorkers T-Rextasy. 
Dabice is anticipating a decent mix of 
songs from their three albums in the 
set. 

“Some songs are still in our set from 
our last album, Romantic,” she says. 
“Maybe a few songs off of the first re- 
cord. But it’s going to be pretty heavy 
on all the new songs from Patience. 
Some of which we have been playing 
live for years. There are so many things 
to be excited about. All the bands are 
going to be wonderful and inspiring to 
people. You could dance, you could cry, 
you could mosh. You could slow dance 
with your lover. It’s going to be fun.” 

Slow dance? Hey, why not?

Ferocious and soulful with a gritty Southern edge, Louisiana's 
Seratones create emphatic rock and roll led by the powerful 
vocals of leader A.J. Haynes. Since their formation in 2014, the 
Shreveport band became local legends within Louisiana’s music 
scene, which led to their signing with Fat Possum records, one of 
the most prominent indie labels in the South. Seratones’ 2016 
debut album Get Gone is a bold and confident introduction to 
the group’s soulful spirit blended with garage rock tendencies, as 
Haynes’ gospel-trained voice perfectly compliments the bluesy 
riffs delivered from guitarist Connor Davis. Last Friday saw the 
release of Seratones’ sophomore effort, the aptly-named Power, 
a rollicking and compelling dose of soul-infused funk rock that 
hears an invigorated Haynes command the listener’s undivided 
attention throughout the entirety of the album’s runtime. With 
keen production help from Cage the Elephant frontman Bradley 
Shultz, Power is a high-energy follow-up to Get Gone, as Haynes 
explores themes surrounding social justice and self-worth with 
equal parts of anger and optimism.

Really Enraged/Vexed Over Lazy Turds 


“Lots of foreplay, mutual oral, enough touch to get 
me going or, better yet, get me off at least once—all of 
these things have to happen before we fuck.” Practice 
saying that in a mirror, REVOLT, and then say it out 
loud to the next guy you sleep with.
